HRHE  Committee  of  the  Royal  School  of  Industry  for  the 
X Blind  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  1920,  and,  in 
doing  so,  desire  to  thank  all  Donors,  Subscribers,  and  Friends 
for  continued  interest  and  support  manifested  in  the  many 
activities  of  the  Institution.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Blind  Persons  Act  was  placed  upon  the  Statute  Book  and  the 
Committee  are  now  engaged  in  its  administration. 

It  is  evident  that  the  condition  of  the  Blind  will  be  mater- 
ially improved  by  this  Act,  but  the  work  will  still  require  the  con- 
tinued support  of  those  benevolent  citizens  who  have  befriended 
the  Blind  of  Bristol  in  the  past. 

Committee.— The  Committee  deeply  regret  the  resignation 
ot  Di.  F.  Richardson  Cross  from  the  Chairmanship  of  the  General 
Committee  of  the  Institution.  The  Institution  owes  him  a deep 
debt  of  gratitude  for  the  invaluable  services  rendered  by  him 
tor  so  many  years  in  the  conduct  of  its  affairs,  his  knowledge 
of  all  matters  affecting  the  Blind  having  been  the  greatest 
possible  help  to  all  engaged  in  the  work.  Mr.  C.  T.  Budgett 
succeeds  Mr.  Cross  as  Chairman  of  the  General  Committee 
his  long  connection  with  the  Institution  and  his  interest  in 
ffs  welfare  eminently  fitting  him  for  this  position.  The  Com- 
mittee  and  Staff  regret  to  have  to  announce  the  recent  death

their  dependents,  but  the  Committee  desire 
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to  lay  great  stress  on  the  importance  of  the  continuance  of,  and 
increase  in,  the  Voluntary  Subscriptions.  Legacies  have  proved 
to  be  a larger  source  of  Income  than  usual,  but  it  has  been 
necessary  to  include  these  in  the  general  expenditure  account. 
Frequent  visits  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
have  been  most  helpful. 

The  School. — The  average  number  of  children  receiving 
instruction  in  the  School  is  1 08,  and  satisfactory  progress  has  been 
made  in  all  Departments.  Two  Girls  gained  Gardner  Scholarships 
admitting  them  to  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind  in 
London,  and  one  boy  qualified  for  admission  to  the  College  for 
the  Higher  Education  of  the  Blind  at  Worcester.  The  Chaplain, 
the  Rev.  Percy  Brent,  M.A.,  prepared  eight  candidates  for 
Confirmation  at  the  Parish  Church,  Westbury-on-Trym,  which 
was  conducted  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  on  the  9th 
of  December. 

Religious  Instruction. — The  Rev.  Dr.  de  Lacy  O’Leary 
examined  the  children  in  Religious  Knowledge  on  the  8th  of 
June,  and  reported  as  follows  : — “ Scripture  in  interesting  form, 
well  explained  and  illustrated.  Children  able  to  reproduce 
Subject  Matter  in  their  own  words.  Catechism  and  Scripture 
have  been  made  the  basis  of  some  definite  instruction  on  moral 
and  devotional  duties.  General  Tone  is  fresh  and  stimulating, 
with  encouraging  results.  Repetition  correct.  — Signed,  de 
Lacy  O’Leary. 

Teaching  Staff. — Two  teachers  left  during  the  year  for 
appointments  in  other  Schools  for  the  Blind  : Mr.  Purnell  to  be 
assistant  master  at  Linden  Lodge  School  for  the  Blind  in  London, 
and  Miss  Simpson  to  be  an  assistant  mistress  in  the  Royal  School 
for  the  Blind  at  Edinburgh.  Both  vacancies  have  been  filled. 

Inspection. — Mr.  Thurman,  H.M.  Inspector  Ministry  of 
Health,  visited  during  the  year  and  inspected  the  Institution 
respecting  the  pupils  sent  by  Boards  of  Guardians.  He  was 
satisfied  with  the  general  conditions  prevailing  at  the  School. 

Technical  Department. — Much  useful  work  has  been 
done  in  the  Technical  Department  and  the  quality  of  the  work 
is  encouraging,  due  in  a large  measure  to  the  Manual  Training 
afforded  the  children  in  School  before  they  are  apprenticed  in 
the  Technical  Shops.  The  Stockings  and  Socks  required  in  the 
School  are  all  made  by  the  girls  in  Training,  and,  in  addition, 
a considerable  variety  of  orders  is  executed.  A useful  Sale 
Shop  has  been  rented  in  Henleaze  Road,  adjoining  the  School, 
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and  all  materials  made  in  the  Technical  Department  are  on  sale 
there. 

Music  and  Tuning. — During  the  year  twenty  pupils  were 
examined  at  the  School  in  Piano  and  Organ  Playing.  All  passed 
16  with  Honours  and  3 with  Distinction.  This  is  the  highest 
number  of  Certificates  gained  by  the  pupils  in  any  year.  One 
of  the  students  is,  this  year,  to  be  examined  for  the  Associateship 
of  Trinity  College,  London,  and  Advanced  Grades  have  been 
taken  in  most  of  the  above  examinations.  The  Singing  receives 
careful  attention,  and  an  Operetta  entitled  " Zurika,  the  Gipsy- 
Maid,''  was  performed  successfully  on  two  occasions  before  the 
Christmas  Vacation. 

The  Tuning  Department  is  doing  good  work  and  the 
School  is  responsible  for  Tuning  and  Repairing  a number  of 
Instruments  in  the  neighbourhood.  Only  those  with  exceptional 
ability  are  trained  as  Tuners  so  that  the  public  may  be  assured 
that  when  a Piano  is  entrusted  to  a Blind  Tuner  it  will  be  put 
in  thorough  repair. 

It  will  be  a decided  advantage  to  the  Students  of  the  Organ 
when  it  is  possible  to  complete  this  instrument  according  to  the 
Specifications  originally  supplied  by  the  builders.  It  will  then 
be  a fac-simiie  of  the  Organ  of  the  Royal  College  of  Organists 
in  London. 


Physical  Training  and  Recreation.— The  Physical  Devel- 
opment of  the  children  receives  skilful  attention,  and  everything 
is  done  to  combat  the  nervousness  occasioned  by  the  handicap 
under  which  they  labour.  The  school  is  singularly'  fortunate 
m possessing  ample  accommodation  for  all  forms  of  physical 
exercises  and  the  spirit  of  independence  is  well  cultivated.  The 
children  are  taught  Dancing  and  Rhythmic  Exercises,  the  results 
of  which  aie  very  beneficial.  Indoor  Games  are  much  enjoyed 
and  the  weH-ecjuipped  Braille  Library  is  a great  acquisition' 
weekly  Lectures  and  Concerts  are  given  at  the  School  by  various 
mends,  and  subjects  of  interest  are  explained  and  discussed. 

i i i S'y#1ING-  during  the  Summer  Swimming  Classes  were 
held  at  Kingsdown  Baths,  and  those  who  were  able  to  attend 
made  good  progress.  The  distance  is  very  great  and  it  will  be 
a distinct  advantage  it  the  School  is  able  to  have  a Swimming 
Bath  of  its  own.

that  the  Challenge  Cup,  presented  to  the  West  Division  Boy 
Scouts  by  Col.  R.  Brittan  for  Physical  Exercises,  was  won  by 
the  Blind  School  Troop. 

Health. — Scarlet  Fever  broke  out  in  the  School  in  the 
Spring  of  1920,  and  lingered  until  the  Summer  holidays.  Only 
a very  few  of  the  children  were  isolated  at  different  times,  but  it 
was  not  until  after  the  Summer  holidays  that  the  epidemic 
disappeared.  The  General  Health  required  constant  watch- 
fulness during  the  whole  year. 

Ex-Pupils. — In  a number  of  cases  considerable  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  the  eyesight,  thanks  to  rest  and  absence  of 
strain,  has  enabled  Ex-Pupils  of  both  sexes  to  undertake  ordinary 
employment,  whilst  all  who  have  completed  their  training  are  now 
in  regular  work. 


The  Workshops. — The  table  printed  on  Page  26  shows  a 
steady  rise  in  the  income  of  the  Blind  Workers  during  the  past 
seven  years.  This  increase  was  necessary  owing  to  the  large 
and  constant  additions  to  the  cost  of  living,  especially  amongst 
those  with  whom  there  has  never  been  a margin  between  the 
cost  of  necessities  and  the  possibility  of  obtaining  them  by  their 
wages.  In  spite  of  a recent  decline  in  the  demand  for  goods,  it 
is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  sales  are  the  largest  on  record, 
totalling  just  over  £\  1 ,000.  It  is  to  the  maintenance  of  this  figure, 
now  three  times  the  pre-war  amount,  that  the  Committee  look 
for  a large  portion  of  the  necessary  income.  The  numbers  em- 
ployed have  increased,  and  are  still  increasing,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  an  improvement  in  the  demand  for  the  goods  made  will 
justify  this  increase. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  made  two  advances  in  the 
rate  of  payment  to  Blind  Workers,  and  on  the  whole  it  is  believed 
that  the  rates  of  payment  are  on  a satisfactory  basis.  Such 
increases  were,  in  some  measure,  dependent  on  the  Grants  made 
by  the  Bristol  Board  of  Guardians  and  other  Public  Authorities. 

Through  the  Blind  Workers’  Help  Fund  very  valuable  help 
has  been  derived  from  the  Albion  Dockyard  Workers  Charity 
Fund,  as  well  as  from  smaller,  but  equalty  welcome,  conti lbutions 
from  a large  number  of  sources. 


The  Annual  Outing  of  the  Workers  took  the  form  of  a Steamer 
Trip  to  Ilfracombe  and  the  excursion  was  much  appreciated. 
The  expenses  of  the  Outing  were  contributed  by  special  donations. 


The  Summer  Holiday  Arrangements  were  successful  owing 
to  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Sewell  in  providing  for  the  Blind  Women 
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at  the  holiday  home  at  Winscombe,  and  other  ladies  and  gentle 
men  who  contributed  in  various  ways  and  made  it  possible  for 
our  blind  people  to  get  a change.  During  the  year  15  days' 
holiday  are  given,  the  average  rate  of  wages  being  paid  during 
such  periods. 

Sai.es  of  Work. — During  the  past  year  several  ladies  have 
again  kindly  undertaken  to  supervise  these  Sales  of  our  Work 
in  their  towns,  and  the  Committee  are  very  grateful  for  the  help 
thus  given.  A List  is  printed  on  Page  36.  It  is  hoped  during 
1921  to  appeal  again  to  these  ladies  to  help  us  in  this  matter. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  F.  Harrison,  Manager  of  the 
Bristol  Hippodrome,  for  kindly  lending  us  Shop  Premises  in 
St.  Augustine’s  Parade,  for  our  Annual  Sale  in  October,  which 
proved  very  successful. 

At  the  request  of  the  National  Organisation  of  the  Basket 
Trade,  the  Committee  gave  the  General  Manager  permission  to 
take  some  part  in  the  organisation  of  the  Trade  necessary  during 
the  War,  and  Reconstruction  period,  and  especially  for  the  Train- 
ing of  Disabled  Soldiers  and  Sailors  in  that  Trade.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  services  thus  rendered  have  been  recognised  by 
the  election  of  Mr.  Stevens  as  a member  of  the  National  Trade 
Advisory  Committee  for  Training  disabled  men,  and  this  year, 
as  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Reconstniction  (Whitley) 
Committee. 

Home  Teaching. — The  Home  Teaching  Work  has  been 
carried  on  by  the  Staff  of  Home  Teachers,  which  during  the 
year  has  been  increased  to  four.  The  Committee  regret  to  report 
the  death  of  Mr.  H.  Ward,  one  of  the  Home  Teachers,  who  had 
done  valuable  work  for  nine  years. 

The  Committee  have  extended  this  sphere  of  work,  and  it 
will  probably  be  necessary  to  add  again  to  the  Staff  of  Home 
Teachers. 

By  the  Blind  Persons’  Act  (1920),  it  has  become  possible 
for  a Blind  Person  to  obtain  the  Old  Age  Pension  after  reaching 
the  age  of  50,  instead  of  waiting  until  70,  under  the  same  con- 
ditions that  are  otherwise  applicable  to  the  ordinary  Old  Age 
Pension.  This  came  into  force  in  September  last,  and  in  our 
district,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  it  has  proved  of  consi- 
derable benefit  to  a large  number  of  Blind  Persons,  who,  owing 
to  lack  of  training,  ill-health,  or  advanced  years,  were  unable 
to  be  suitably  employed.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
suggestion  of  this  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Blind 
came  fiom  Mr.  C.  W.  Stevens,  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Institution. 


The  Royal  School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind,  Westbury-on-Trym,  Bristol. 
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Home  Workers. — In  conjunction  with  the  work  of  the  Home 
Teaching  Sub-Committee,  and  an  extension  of  their  duties  and 
of  the  area  covered,  the  organisation  of  visiting,  employment, 
and  the  general  supervision  of  Blind  Home  Workers  has  been 
undertaken  under  a Scheme  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
The  area  covered  by  this  Institution  includes  Bristol,  the  greater 
part  of  Somersetshire,  Wiltshire  and  Gloucestershire,  and  a 
travelling  supervisor  has  been  appointed,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
encourage  ex-pupils  and  other  Blind  Persons  working  in  their 
own  homes  to  make  the  most  of  the  Training  and  Experience 
gained  in  the  Schools  and  Workshops.  To  some  extent  the  Com- 
mittee had  carried  on  this  work  from  the  foundation  of  the 
Charity,  but  the  new  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  has 
enabled  them  to  widen  the  sphere  of  usefulness  and  to  increase 
the  benefits  to  the  Home  Workers  by  way  of  Grants  of  Tools, 
Material,  Sale  of  Work  and  General  Assistance. 

Hostel  for  Blind  Women. — The  improved  and  enlarged 
accommodation  at  the  Hostel  for  Blind  Women  provided  by  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  H.  Wills,  by  the  gift  of  the  House 
in  Woodland  Road,  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  Com- 
mittee and  to  the  blind  women  employed  at  the  Workshops, 
especially  at  a time  when  the  provision  of  suitable  Homes  or 
Lodgings  is  most  difficult.  The  Hostel  gives  accommodation 
for  just  one  half  of  the  blind  women  employed  in  the  Workshops.
